The opening of the debate on the 
Speech at Ottawa indicates that the mem- 
bers are likely to do some free speaking 
and a good deal of it; and that a long and 
lively session may be looked for. 
There was no mincing of words on the 
part of either the Opposition leader or the 
Premier, and their supporters may be ex- 
pected to continue in much the same vig- 
orous strain, in this and the debates which 
follow. 

That perhaps will be a very shocking 
outlook from the standpoint of those who 
like to think that we have passed out of 
the age of downright controversy, and 
into an era in which party co-operation 
should take the place of party competition 
in the political realm, with compromise 
the substitute for conviction, The times, 
however, are not favorable to the indul- 
gence of that pleasant delusion. The coun- 
try is in a bad way, and requires that men 
say what they think, however much they 
differ. 

The speeches of the two leaders show 
that they sense the realism of the diffi- 
culties with which the people of Canada 
are struggling. That is encouraging, both 
as a forecast of the session and for the 
reaction it must have upon the public. Ap- 
parently it is to be a fighting, and not 
merely a talking, session; in which there 
will be a clear definition of rival policies, 
a re-statement of party beliefs in the lan- 
guage of sincerity, and an earnest criti- 
cism of the causes and possible remedies 
of the unfavorable conditions, That is 
what the situation calls for. 

THE POLICE QUESTION 

The proposal to turn over to the Pro- 
vincial Government the duty of policing 
the city does not appear to grow in attrac- 
liveness to the city council as the details 
of the Government’s offer are studied. In 
that respect the aldermen are subject to 
the same reaction as the public, and there 
will be no general regret if council de- 
cides to continue to maintain a separate 
city police force directly under its own 
control, 

One point, in fairness, should not be 
forgotten, It is that this proposal did not 
originate with the Government. It was 
suggested by council, as an alternative to 
carrying out the recommendations of the 
Griesbach report and proceeding to estab- 
lish the city force on a basis of one hun- 
dred per cent efficiency. The Government 
did nothing more than state the terms 
upon which it would agree to add the po- 
licing of the city to the work of the pro- 
vincial force. 

The sum named, $160,000, is $40,000 

less than the estimates of the city police 
department for the coming year. But 
that does not cover the whole financial 
aspect of the matter, The city must, ia 
the one case as in the other, build the new 
police station, and must meet the added 
cost of any service rendered, beyond the 
minimum provided fer in this lump sum. 
And the city also make whatever 
provision the circumstances call for in re- 
spect of the fifty per cent or more of the 
present city force who would not be ab- 
sorbed into the provincial force. 
_ These items taken into account, there 
18 no considerable saving, if any, to be 
made by contracting this part of coun- 
cil’s responsibility to the province. But 
the negotiations have produced one some- 
what important result. They have pro- 
vided convincing proof to both council and 
citizens that there is no way of getting ef- 
ficient police service “on the cheap”. If 
we want protection we shall have to pay 
for it, and we shall get no more protection 
and no better protection, than we do pay 
for, It is on the basis of that under- 
standing that the reorganization of the 
city’s force should be undertaken,

GROUNDLESS APPREHENSIONS 


f During the last week of record 1,061,- 
740 bushels of wheat have been shipped 
from Canadian Pacific ports, 547,989 
bushels from Canadian Atlantic ports, and 
1,268,000 bushels from Atlantic ports in 
the United States.

With that demonstrated fact before 
them, and it has been demonstrated every 
year since the western route was opened, 
in summer and in winter, it is difficult to 
get the viewpoint of the Montreal Gazette 
and a few other eastern papers which 
wage unceasing war against the opening 
up of the Hudson Bay route. From the 
warmth and persistence of this antagon- 
ism it might be supposed that the open- 
ing of the Bay route involved the stoppage 
of the wheat movement through the Can- 
adian Atlantic ports; that once the new 
outlet is in use there will be nothing to do 
but shut up the elevators at Montreal, 
Halifax and St. John and record the end 
of the wheat-shipping era through those 
ports. 

Much the same attitude was taken by 
the same papers when the proposal was 
made to encourage shipment through the 
ports on the Pacific. That the shipment 
of a part of the western crop through the 
Pacific ports has worked no injury to 
Canada’s eastern ports might suggest to 
the apprehensive critics that the opening 
of the new northern outlet involves no 
menace to Canadian ports on the Atlantic. 
There will still be available to those ports 
more grain than they can handle, however 
successful the Hudson Bay route may be 
as a wheat route for three months in the 
year.

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Health and Diet Advice 
By DR. FRANK McCOY¥ 
MACARONI, SPAGHETTI AND NOODLES 


When most people think of macaroni they imme- 
diately think of cheese, tomato sauce and the story 
about Yankee Doodle. Someone has said he did not 
care who made the country’s laws as long as he 
could write its songs. Well, I do not care who writes 
its songs as long as I can write its menus. 

Macaroni, spaghetti and noodles are wholesome 
starchy foods if properly prepared. All of these pacte 
foods are made from special brands of flour, usually 
Durum. This flour yields the meal, semolina, which 
is mixed with boiling water to make macaroni, spag- 
hetti, vermicellf, etc. If this flour andgwater mix- 
ture has a hole down the centre it is called macaroni; 
if long, thin and round it is spaghetti or vermicelli, 
depending upon the shape. It is also made into many 
fancy forms, such as shells, beads, letters, etc, The 
shape is really not important except to add variety 
to the dish, as the food value is practically the same 
in all of these products, 

Probably the cheaper variety of these paste foods 
made without the egg are more desirable as a starchy 
foed than when the egg is added. 

The best way to prepare these foods is to drop 
them slowly into rapidly boiling salted water, and 
when boiling reduce the flame. When (ender drain 
and season with butter or cream, 

Most people will tind that the starchy pastes digest 
more quickly without the use of cheese or tomatoes, 
Here are some recipes which I would suggest you try: 

Macaroni and Asparagus: Parboil sheft one-inch 
pieces of macaroni for seven minutes, Drain, Cut 
the asparagus into one-inch lengths, Make alternate 
layers of asparagus and macaroni, dusting each Jayer 
with dextrinizged flour, The top layer should be ma- 
caroni, Cover with bread crumbs and bake in a 
moderate oven, adding several lumps of butter to 
the top just before serving. 

Brocolli and Spaghetti: Cook spaghetti unt ten- 
der and drain, Qut @ bunch of brocolli into small 
pieces and cook in salted water for 20 minutes, Drain, 
Mix the brocolli and spaghetti with one-fourth cup 
of olive oil. Stir well and bake for about 15 min- 
utes until brown on top, 

Noodle Salad: Break egg noodles into pieces about 
one-half inch long, using '4 cupful; boil and drain 
thoroughly. Mix with one cup of diced beets, a half 
cup of chopped celery, one-half cup of shredded let- 
tuce, one cup of cold cooked cauliflower, four table- 
spoons of chopped parsley, Mix thoroughly with a 
half cupful of olive oil and serve on Jettuce leaves. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Prolapsus 

Question: H. M, 8. asks: “What treatment do you 
suggest for pronounced prolapsus of colon and stom- 
ach?” 

Answer: Certain manipulative treatments should 
be given to the abdomen in order to break loose ad- 
hesions and deyelop a better tone of the intestinal 
muscles. At the same time exercises should be 
taken two or three times, daily. The best resulis 
come from taking such exercises on a slanting board 
with the head Jower than the feet. I have a printed 
list of these exercises which I will be glad to send to 
any reader of this column upon receipt of a large 
self-addressed stamped envelope. 


Bad Breath 

Question: Mrs, B. L, G, asks: “Why does a@ child's 
breath, seemingly sweet at bedtime, become so changed 
ai elng asleep several hours?” 

Answer: it will be observed that most people do 
not have a bad breath just after eating, due to the 
more pleasant food odors left in the mouth and 
throat. This would be true early in the evening with 
a child's breath, which becomes worse in the morning 
if the child is constipated and toxic, 


Psoriasis 
Question: R. K. asks: “Is psoriasis an hereditary 
condition? What is the probable cause and cure?” 
Answer: I do not consider psoriasis an hereditary 


disorder, although several in the same family may 
have this trouble due to practicing the same bad 
habits of cating. Psoriasis, ecz@ma, and most skin 
disorders come from faulty functioning of the elimin- 
ative organs, Constipation is always present and must 
be overcome before a cure can be effected.

The best known of Benjamin Franklin's jests came 
when Colonel Benjamin Harrison of Virginia observed 
that the Continental Congress must hang together 
in defense of the Declaration of Independence, 


“Yes,” said the earliest great American wil, “ 
must all hang together, or we shall hang separate), 

Franklin called man “a tool-making animal’ and 
took a humorous dig at “advanced women, He wrote 
this couplet: 

“It's not enough plagues, wars and famine rise 

To Jash our crimes, but must our wives be wise?’ 

Some of the Pennsylvania patriots desired the 
Committee of Safety to stop the Episcopal clergy 
from praying for the King, Franklin, who considered 
such action unnecessary, laughed it down, 

“The Episcopal clergy,” he said, “for twenty 
years have been praying that ‘God will give the king 
and his council wisdom;' we all know that not the 
least notice has been taken of that prayer. It is plain 
the gentlemen have no interest in the court of 
Heaven.” 

As Deputy Postmaster-General under England, he 
franked his letters, writing on their backs, ‘Free, B, 
Franklin.” Holding the same off.ce under Congress, 
he wrote his letters, "B, Free Franklin.” 

He made the name of Lord Stormont, British am- 
bassador to France, synomous for lying. Stormont 
gave out that part of Washington's army had sur- 
rendered, Asked if this was true, Franklin said: “No, 
it is a Stormont.” 

Playing chess with the old Duchess of Bourbon, 
he put her king into prize and took it, “Ah”, said she, 
“we do not take kings so.” he rejoined, “In America 
we do,” 

The first balloons appearing in Paris, he was ask- 
ed: “What is the use of this new invention?” 

“What is the use of a new-born child?” he came 
back, 

At a dinner where the British ambassador toasted 
England as the sun, and the French ambassador 
toasted France as the moon, Franklin is said to have 
proposed the following: “George Washington—the 
Joshua, who commanded the sun and moon to sland 
still, and they obeyed him,” 

AS an octogenarian, Franklin said, “I seem to 
have intruded myself into the company of posterity, 
when I ought to have been abed and asleep.” 

In his final hours, he met a suggestion that he 
change his position so he could breathe easier with 
these words: 

“A dying man can do nothing easy.’ 

They were his last.

Properly considered, it is a very 
sensible question, though you may 
say that it has an obvjous answer.

But if you associate with persons 
above the average, you get the im- 
pression that the great majority of 
people, as you meet them, fall below 
the expected grade of intelligences, 
And that means that, as we are crit- 
ical, our standards rise, It means 
that we are apt to take our stand- 
ards from the more-favored classes. 
It is not so much that most persons 
are ugly, as that few are beautiful 
enough to be calied such; they just 
pass in a crowd, Then there is the 
additional ready impression, you add 


jority 

The rest of the answer lies in the 
law of djstribution of human traits, 
which is important enough and 
simple enough so that everybody 
should understand it, Groups of 
traits or qualities as nature makes 
them, so far as We can-seduce them 
to measurement, follow the curve of 
distribution, which roughly places 
about 60 per cent,, or three-fifths, in 
the average group, half of those 
slightly better, half slightly worse 
than the average. 

The next group on either side who 
fall much short of or decidedly ex- 
ceed the average is smaller, about 
one-sixth of the entire group in each 
section, in the inferior one and in 
the superior one. That leaves only 
about 8 per cent, for the very excel- 
lent and 3 per cent, for the very 
defective. That is how nature dis- 
tributes her gifts; most of them we 
cannot measure, but may assume 
that they follow the same curve. 

In all our social groupings, selec- 
tion takes place; standards vary. In 
terms of training and performance 
we aim at constantly improving 
standards, Amateurs and profession-, 
als, major teams and minor ones, 
cannot be judged by the same stand- 
ards, Selection and training both 
enter.

Sir Henry Pottinger died, March 
18, 1856, On the rol] of honor which 
belongs to the heroes of our Indian 
Empire you will find the name of 
Pottinger. In the list there are two 
Pottingers, and it is almost impos- 
sible to talk of one without the 
other, They were related, uncle and 
nephew, and, in the work they ac- 
complished jn the building of the 
Empire, they were acsociated even 
as closely. Sir Her went to India 
to join the Marine Service, later to 
be transferred to the Indian Army, 
in 1804, Eldred, his nephew, reached 
India twenty-three years later, and 
joined his uncle, then Colone] Pot- 
tinger, in the political department. 
Both appear to have possessed the 
same ability for acquiring native 
languages, and both built their repu- 
tations on pretty well exactly similar 
exploits, In 1809 Henry offered to 
explore the country between India 
and Persia, a particularly hazardous 
business in those days, Henry Pct- 
tinger set oul disguised as a horse 
dealer, His adventures were later 
published under the title of “Travels 
in Baloochistan and Sinde”, Just

I am referring to the fact that so 
much of the current agitation for 
change yisualizes its enemy as an 
elaborate and carefully planned sys- 
tem! 

How often does this phrase ap- 


*pear and reappear throughout the 


literature of social change that ts 
pouring from the presses! 4 

The one thing that is bringing 
the era of capitalistic enterprise to 
grief is its almost utter lack ot 
system. 

The apostles of social change are 
laboring too much under what H. 
G, Wells calls “this almost universal 
persuasion that economically we are 
living in a definable Capitalist Sys- 
tem, which had a specific begin- 
ning and may have a definite end, 
and that the current disorder of 
human affairs is not a phase but 
an organized disease that may be 
exercised and driven off.” 

What we call the Capitalistic 
System, is simply the constantly 
changing net results of mankind's 
muddimg attempt to organize and 
direct an age of large scale enter- 
prise that has been born of the 
marriage of physical science and in- 
dustrial technology. 

It is not a malevolent plan but 
a muddling planlessness that the 
statesmanship of the future must 
deal with and dominate for large 
social ends. 

The three world oppositions to 
Capitalism today are these: 

(1) Fascism 

(2) Communism 

(3) Socialism. 

And the thing that is alike in all 
three is that each undertakes to 
bring definite planning to @ plan- 
less social order, Unhappily each. 
of the three undertakes to impose 
a dogmatically conceived plan on @ 
shifting social scene, 

The statesmanship of the future 
— political and economic —-must 
bring planning to this unplanned 
and still planiess economic order 
that today finds itself in a blind 
alley, but it will spell tragedy to 
our children if statesmanship con- 
fuses planning with dogmatism and 
undertakes to set up an iron-clad 
and changeless “system” to take 
the place of the present muddling, 

The acid test of the statesman- 
ship of the future will be its ability 
to create the agencies of central 
planning—in iadustries, in states, in 
nations—without falling victim to 
the passion for system-making; for 
realism is flexible and changes its 
tools as its tasks change.

DEFENDS CHIROPRACTORS 
Editor Bulletin: 

Thy remarks made in the legis- 
lature by Dr, W. A. Atkinson con- 
cerning the travelling health clinic, 
health units and chiropractic were 
very disappointing and ridiculous, 
especially coming from an educated 


gentleman who should be repre- 
senting the best interests of the 
people. 


On Wednesday, March 11th, dur- 
ing the discussion of the travelling 
clinic Dr, Atkinson strongly eriticiz- 
ed the department of health, and 
Hon, Geo, Hoadley, stating that 
these clinics operating on a free 
basis should not work in centers or 
districts where they would interfere 
with the practice of the local med- 
ical doctor. He disapproved of Hon. 
Mr, Hoadley’s suggestion to place 
nursing and health units at Red 
Deer and high River. Why? Be- 
cause the local medical doctors 
would thereby lose a part of their 
normal yearly fees. 

When the Hon, Mr. Hoadley ask- 
ed for $500 for the administration 
of the Chiropractic act our repre- 
sentative, Dr, Atkinson, jumped up 
with the exclamation, “Chiropractic 
treatment is a relic of barbarism, 
and people who submit to it are 
simply reverting to the dark ages, 
This is just a necessary evil, and as 
soon as people become enlightened 
it will die out.” Such statements as 
these usually come from those who 
are unfamiliar with the subject upon 
which they are speaking. Such at- 
tacks are purely mercenary, In 
1924 the people of Alberta, through 
thelr representatives in tegislavure, 
voted to legalize and license the 
practice of chiropractic; they de- 
manded the right and privilege to 
receive chiropractic treatment if 
they so desired, Does the doctor 
imagine that he is representing the 
people when he ridicules the very 
thing for which the people voted? 

Call chiropractic a “necessary evil’
